The large majority of negroes are incapable of anything but 
manual labor, and many taught from books epurn labor and 
live in idleness. Few negroes are willing to work beyond the 
requirements of the hardest Neceaaities of life. 

The negro child should be taught manual labor and how to 
live. The negro school teacher should be eelected leas by 
book than by character examinations. The negro achool to 
be useful needs leas books and more work. I favor a complete 
change in the examinations of teachers for the negro schools. 
and for them a different plan'of management. I would have 
the schools help the negro, not injure him. 
| will not digcuss this subject more fully at precent, but I 
wish to be distinetly understood. I geek the intelligent treat- 
ment of the negro, and to that end the radical difference be- 
tween the white and negro rages must be kept in view. 

Racial differences can not be overcome by misguided philan- 
thropists. They should not be dieregarded by us, however 
much eriticigms may come from any s8ource upon us. 

But no one 8hould guppose that superiority justifies cruelty. 
While every precaution should be had to prevent crime, while 
the white meif of the various localities of the state should 
know and apprehend any idle, unidentified negro who appears 
in « locality, punishment for grime belongs to the law. The
